Co ro n er A. G. Shau ck o f Arlin gto n 
believ es that Mrs. Bro wn ’s death was 
du e to heart tro u ble, co mp licated by 
ii p u m o n ary hemo rrhage which she 
ev iden tly su ffered sho rtly befo re her 
death. 
The bo dy had tu rn ed black when it 
was fo u n d which adds stren gth to 
the belief that Mrs. Bro wn had been 
dead fo r so me time. 
Neighbo rs are 
p o sitiv e that Mrs. Bro wn has 
n o t 
been seen abo u t the p remises sin ce 
S atu rday . 
Becau se o f the co n ditio n o f the 
bo dy , the fu n eral serv ices were to 
be held at the residen ce late this a f ­ 
tern o o n , with the Rev . M. Bear, p a s­

Mrs. Bro wn was a member o f 
the Christian chu rch. 
Altho u gh Mrs. Bro w’n had n ev er 
co mp lain ed o f heart tro u ble, sy mp ­ 
to ms o f the disease hav e cro p p ed o u t 
in the family 
befo re 
this. 
Mrs. 
Bro wn ’s bro ther, Tho mas 
Allen der, 
dro p p ed dead sev eral 
y ears 
ago 
while he was stan din g in fro n t o f a 
m irro r p rep arin g to atten d chu rch. 
Jam es Allen der, a bro ther o f the 
deceased an d the last o f a family o f 
eight children , who liv es o n the o ld 
Allen der ho mestead abo u t three miles 
n o rthw est o f Arlin gto n , say s tha t he 
has had sy mp to ms o f heart tro u ble.

T he T w o “ Dark Day » ." 
There are two “dark days” mentioned 
in the annals of New England. 
The 
first occurred on Oct. 21, 1710, when it 
suddenly became so dark soon after 
noon that the people were forced to 
use artificial lights to do their ordinary 
wTork. 
This strange condition of the 
atmosphere lasted about three and a 
half hours. 
Again, on May 19 , 1780, 
there was a remarkable darkening of 
the atmosphere, but the phenomenon 
did not come on so suddenly as that 
upon the earlier date. 
The darkness 
in" this latter instance began between 
10 and 11 o’clock on the morning of 
the day named and lasted throughout 
the day. The darkness extended from 
the northeastern part of New England 
westward as far as Albany and south­ 
ward to Pennsylvania. 
The most in­ 
tense and prolonged darkness, how­ 
ever, was confined to M assachusetts, 
more especially to the seaboard. 
It i£ 
said to have come from the southwest, 
but there is no mention of it made in 
the history of Ohio or the Virginias. 
The exact cause still remains one of 
the unexplained mysteries.

Charges Brought Against the 


New Haven By Brandéis. 


Boston, April 23.—That John L. Bil- 
lard of Meriden, Conn., made an al­ 
leged profit of $2,7 00,000 by the pur­ 
chase from the New England Naviga­ 
tion company of its stock control of 
the Boston & Maine railroad and its 
transfer back to the navigation com­ 
pany and resale to the Boston railroad 
holding company, the bonds of which 
are guaranteed by the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford railroad, was re­ 
ferred to in detail during the hearing 
which is being conducted by Interstate 
Commerce Commissioner Proutv. Da­ 
vid E. Brown, the commission’s ac­ 
countant, said that in the whole trans­ 
action he could find no record which 
seemed to show that Mr. Billard had 
paid much principal in money. It was 
show*n in the testimony about steam ­ 
ship lines that some of the steam ers 
were scrapped within three years after 
the New England Navigation compa­ 
ny, one of the New Haven subsidiaries, 
had paid a large price for them. 
In regard to the navigation compa­ 
ny, Louis D. Brandéis said that it was 
not a navigation company at all, not 
even a holding company, but a medium 
which juggled accounts with the New 
Haven. 
The plan, Brandéis said, was 
intended to conceal the facts from the 
public by shifting accounts back and 
forth. He said that he wanted to bring 
out that dividends were paid out of 
capital and not actually earned, and 
that the actual capital had shrunk out 
of all proportion to the diivdends paid. 
The plan, said Brandéis, was to pay 
from the New Haven to the navigation 
company, and then a few* days later 
from the navigation company to the 
New Haven. 
President Mellen of the 
New Haven has issued a statem ent 
denying emphatically that he had prof­ 
ited by transactions in the stock of the 
New Haven or any of its subsidiary 
companies.

Pittsburg, April 23.—Taking a des­ 
perate chance for her liberty, Dora 
Moore, while enroute to this city from 
Detroit in the custody of a detective, 
leaped from an express train going at 
full speed, near W ooster, O., and made 
a clean getaway.

The lat­ 
ter had jumped his bond of $2,500 af­ 
ter being convicted of white slavery, 
and the Moore woman, who was the 
principal witness against Levine, dis­ 
appeared with him.

ly two miles from the frontier and | 
twelv e miles from Lu nev ille, where 
the German military dirigible Z4 land- i 
ed only a few day s ago and was held j 
u p for some time u ntil p rop er ex p lana­ 
tions were made. 
As this is the third incident of this 
k ind within a short time, there is con­ 
siderable ex citement on both sides of | 
the border. 
The first case was the 
landing of the Z4 at Lu nev ille. 
The I 
nex t was the case of six German com-! 
mercial trav elers who attended a the­ 
atrical p erformance here, where there 
was a bu rlesq u e of the German army . 
Tiie trav elers hissed the p erformance 
and were p romp tly dru mmed ou t of j 
towvn. 
The local officials at Nancy | 
were su sp ended for their failu re to 
tak e action in the matter, as the Ger­ 
man gov ernment made an emp hatic 
p rotest, bu t p u blic sy mp athy is with 
them and they will p robably be 
ap 
p ointed to some other serv ice. 
France is now considering the q u es­ 
tion of three y ears’ comp u lsory mili­ 
tary serv ice instead of two, and theie 
is a bill before the German reichstag j 
p rov iding for an ap p rop riation for the j 
army of $260.000*,000. 
The reichstag j 
is also discu ssing the charges made by 
Dr. Liebk necht, the Socialist* leader, 
to the effect that the Kmp p s of Essen 
hav e been try ing to stir u p trou ble be- 
tweeen Gerrtiany and France in order 
to mak e a mark et for their armor and 
armaments. It is charged that certain 
German officials are inv olv ed in this j 
scandal. 
The latest affair ended in an amica­ 
ble manner. The two German officers ; 
landed near Arracou rt, which became 
distingu ished a few months ago when 
it gav e cheerfu l obedience to a mobili­ 
zation order issu ed by the p ostmaster, 
who had misinterp reted a cip her mes 
sage. 
The little dau ghter of the may or of 
Arracou rt was the first p erson to reach 
the sp ot where the air machine landed. 
The two German officers ask ed her in 
French “Where are we?” 
The little 
girl rep lied that they were on French 
territory . 
Whereu p on one of the jffi 
cers said in French in an emp hatic 
manner, “Norn de Dieu .” 
There was great ex citement at once. 
M. Rabou l, the new p olice chief of 
Nancy , the military p olice and the 
French cu stoms officers hastened to j 
the sp ot. The German airmen declar- j 
ed that they were fly ing from Darm- j 
stadt to Metz and had been comp elled ; 
to descend becau se they ran short of ; 
fu el. 
They believ ed that they were 
j 
landing on German territory .* 
The su b-p refect of the town and 
other officials made an inv estigation j 
and meanwhile the German machine | 
was held p ending an inv estigation, j 
Notification of the landing was tele- 
j 
grap hed to the French ministers or 
war and interior. 
After inv estigation 
the au thorities issu ed an order that 
the German officers shou ld be allowed 
to dep art, as they were conv inced that 1 
the latter had a correct statement as 
to the reasons for their descent on 
French territory . 
A semi-official com­ 
mu niq u e was issu ed, in which it was 
stated that the au thorities regarded j 
the landing of the bip lane as an u n- j 
av oidable incident and that the bi- j 
p lane had gone some three miles in j 
French territory withou t the k nowl- j 
edge of the av iators. 
The machine i 
was released and the German av iators j 
immediately started for home. 
The foreign office, howev er, took j 
cognizance of the incident, p robably | 
becau se of the fact of Germany ’s offi­ 
cial p rotest against the treatm ent of 
the dru mmers at the Nancy theater. 
Instru ctions w’ere sent to 
M. Ju les 
Cambon, the French ambassador at 
Berlin, to call the attention of the Ger­ 
man gov ernment to the seriou s Incon­ 
v enience of these rep eated and regret­ 
table incidents. 
M. Cambon was in­ 
stru cted to ask Germany to tak e 
measu res to av oid the recu rrence of 
su ch incidents and to ap p oint a com­ 
mission to discu ss with France the 
drafting of ru les in regard to fu tu re 
affairs of this natu re and to reach a 
decision in regard to what is called 
“aeronau tical difficu lties.”

Indianapolis, April 23.—Under the 
reciprocal insurance tax laws the right 
of the state of Indiana to tax foreign 
insurance companies, which has been 
in the county courts in one form or an­ 
other for the last two y ears has en­ 
tered the superior court here, where 
the state has sued the Continental In­ 
surance company of New York for 
$51.364.20 alleged to be due because 
of the different sy stems of tax ation in 
New York, the home state of the com­ 
pany , and Indiana. 
The New York laws prov ide for a 
tax of 2 per cent on the gross receipts 
of an insurance company . 
The Indi­ 
ana laws prov ide for a tax of 3 per 
cent on the net receipts in the state. 
The complaint alleges that the New 
York sy stem, if applied to Indiana, 
would hav e made it necessary for the 
Continental to pay $51,364.20 more 
than it has since the laws became ef­ 
fectiv e. 
The reciprocal tax laws prov ide that 
the tax es collected in Indiana from 
foreign insurance companies shall be I 
the same as t1 ose collected by the ! 
home state of the company from In­ 
diana insurance companies. 
The suit j 
against the Continental alleges that | 
the company since 1876 should hav e 
paid to the state $180,480.04. instead 
of $128,783.78 it has paid as tax es. In 
another paragraph in addition to that 
based on the reciprocal laws, the com­ 
pany is alleged to hav e made returns 
to the auditor of state of less than the 
amounts 6n which it should hav e raid 
paid a tax of 3 per cent on the $ 1 0 0 . 
The amount due because of the al­ 
leged unreported premiums is 
$16,* 
118.42. 
The 
controv ersy 
there 
is 
ov er 
w hether the company should be tax ed 
on bonuses, div idends and in some 
cases rebates to policy holders. 
The 
same q uestions were inv olv ed in a suit 
filed against the state June 6, 19 12. by 
the Metropolitan Insurance company , 
demanding the return to it of money 
it paid to the auditor of state under 
protest when he threatened to rev oke 
the company ’s license. 
The litigation between 
insurance 
companies and state will be hard 
fought, as many companies will be af­ 
fected by the rulings. 
Final decisions 
may not be obtained for a long time.

test which is being offered byT the

Washington, D. C., for 
a 
week—if 
they' will ocmply with the rules sent 
out by Purdue. 
The rules laid down in the Rush 
county contest are 
not 
stringent. 
They' merely' require th at the boys 
raise ten ears of corn and the prize 
will be awarded, one to each town­ 
ship and a grand prize in the county, 
for the best display of corn. 
The only restriction in the 
local 
contest is that the boys must be be­ 
tween ten and eighteen years of age. 
The age limit was first twenty-one* 
but the county board of 
education 
thought it would be best to change it 
to eighteen. 
One boy in each town­ 
ship will get a scholarship to 
the 
Purdue short course or its equivalent 
in cash—although the donors would 
much rather the winners take the 
course—and a grand prize of twen­ 
ty-five dollars in cash will be aw ard­ 
ed in the county. 
A boy may still have a part in the 
local contest and work 
under 
the 
Purdue rules. 
By complying with 
these rules the contestant would be 
prepared for the state contest, 
lie 
would have to work according to the 
rules from the beginning 
else 
he 
could not take part in the state con­ 


t e s t . 
The Purdue rules are as fol­ 
lows : 
1. All contestants 
shall be 
be­ 
tween 10 and 18 years of age. 
2. Each contestant shall agree to 
make a special study of scoring, se­ 
lecting. 
planting, 
cultivating, 
and 
harvesting corn. 
3. Each contestant shall grow an 
acre or more of corn each year. 
4. Each boy shall plant, cultivate, 
and harvest his own corn. However, 
if necessary, he may have assistance 
in breaking and bedding his 
lands, 
and harvesting his crop. 
5. Each contestant shall 
keep a 
Record of the details concerning his 
plot, work down, and ihe number of 
bushels harvested. 
6.Each contestant shall write an 
account of how he made his crop. 
7. Each boyfci shall select ten ears 
grown on l^s plot and exhibit them 
at the annual county corn show of 
the club. 
8. In estimating profits. 
$5 
per 
acre shall be charged as rent of land. 
The work of each boy shall be esti­ 
mated at 10c. per hour, 
and 
the 
work of each horse at 5 cents per 
hour. 
Manure shall be charged at 
the rate of $1.00 for each one-horse 
wagon load, and $2.00 for each two- 
horse wagon load. 
9. Each member shall take an ac­ 
tive part in the meetings of the club 
when requested, shall read 
all in­ 
structions 
of demonstration 
work, 
and shall do everything he can tow­ 
ard making the club a success. 
10. In awarding premiums the fol­ 
lowing basis shall be used: 
a. G reatest yield per acre. .30 points 
b. Best exhibit of ten e a rs.20 points 
c. Best written account of 
c r o p .......................................20 points 
d. Best showing of profit of in­ 
vestment ..............................30 points
